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The following discussion of the Judgment is presented as an unofficial opinion by a member of the 
Jury especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that this informal 
discussion will prove of value to the students, it cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the Jury. 


FOURTH ANALYTIQUE 
“A WATERFALL AND A FOUNTAIN” 


The Jury repeatedly expressed its approval of the Program, which presented an opportunity for a 
design of an interesting character. It did not seem that the majority of the solutions had fully responded 
to the opportunities presented and the Jury felt that the general average might have been higher. 

The Program defined the problem as occurring on the axis of an avenue in a large city park. It did 
not state whether the character of this park was of a wild nature or more formally designed. As a result 
the solutions submitted showed a wide variation. Some of the waterfalls were of fairly heavy streams while 
others were of a reduced volume. Some of the solutions went so far as to have the appearance of a design 
in the Rocky Mountains while others were exceedingly formal with columns and in certain instances the 
water fell into a semi-circular area enclosed by an open colonnade and entablature. 

As a result of this divergence, the Jury adopted an attitude of acquiesence but held to the limitation 
implied by the Program that the park was one in a city, that the waterfall and fountain should constitute 
the important elements of the composition and that the water should not be obscured from view. While 
the Jury was in sympathy with efforts to develop decoration that was free from the limitations of earlier 
styles, it was not satisfied with designs that only showed an effort to be unusual and that developed 
unpleasant relations of proportion. Particularly pleasing were those designs in which the architecture 
seemed a natural outgrowth of the face of the cliff. 

It may be opportune to suggest that the Juries are likely to have three different things in mind in 
considering designs. First is the general scheme or type of the design which should be logical, in character, 
and solve the requirements of the problem. For instance, in the present design the fact that water was the 
underlying motive played an important part in the judgment of the solutions. Second, the design should be 
good architecture, which means that it must not only be excellent in composition and proportion but that 
it should also produce an emotional reaction in the observer. In certain cases this might be of a spiritual 
nature; in others, one of charm or beauty; in others, the reaction to strength and power. In the present 
problem a pleasant impression and charm adding to the delight in the beauty of nature was essential. 
Third, the Jury is always interested in an effort made by the student to present a composition of the whole 
sheet, excellent in drawing, rendering and technical ability. While these may not be the major requirements 
for an architect, in the Analytique Problems it fills a more important role. A student may often learn more 
through the composition of the whole frontispiece of an analytique than from exclusive study of the parti- 
cular element that motivates it. 

It was required by the Program that one of the drawings be a scale construction detail of a selected 
element. As a large proportion of the students seemed not to have understood the purport of this require- 
ment, the Jury was lenient in its interpretation. The Committee intended that the student study the method 
of assembly of a part of the structural material of the design. Should this requirement be repeated, the 
Committee will ask the Jury to be more drastic in its judgment.

SECOND PRELIMINARY EXERCISE FOR THE 24th PARIS PRIZE 
of the 
SOCIETY OF THE BEAUX-ARTS ARCHITECTS 
Judgment of March 12, 1931 
PROGRAM 
“A MUSEUM AND LABORATORIES OF ANTHROPOLOGY” 

Anthropology is the study of man. The laboratories in question are for the scientific study of, not 
only what is left of the aboriginal races which we call Indians, but of other races which lived on this con- 
tinent in earlier times. 

In the laboratories are studied the bone formations of the earlier and present races. The skulls 
are measured, the section of the hair is microscopically studied, the pigmentation or coloring of the skin 
and eyes are photographed i in color, etc., etc. 

This particular group of laboratories being in the Southwest would be devoted mostly to the study of 
the races that inhabited or inhabit this region. 

Certain influential citizens of one of our Southwestern states have provided land and funds for the 
construction of the first units of this group, in the hope that it will ultimately be taken over as a state 
institution. The site is level and measures 1800 by 1200 feet. 

The Museum and Laboratories of Anthropology will have a dual function. One of these will be to 
disseminate knowledge of the early civilization of the Southwestern region and the general public will be 
welcomed with that in view. Another, and even more important activity, will be that of research. With 
this in view other important institutions throughout the country are interested in the undertaking and 
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will doubtless avail themselves of the technical facilities the Museum and Laboratories of Anthropology 
may offer for the accommodation of members of their staffs in the field of their investigations as visiting 
scientific workers. 

Therefore, there will be three distinct groupings of service in the composition of the plan. 

1. For the general public and tourist, consisting of the Museum proper and allied exhibit buildings. 

2. For research, to which the general public will not penetrate, consisting of the laboratories and 
services. 

3. For administration and the internal life of the institution, consisting of all residential elements and 
elements of service, such as garages, corrals, stables, storehouses, receiving and shipping facilities, etc. 

The requirements are as follows: 

A. Exhibit Group: 

This group shall be made readily accessible for the public and shall have disposed, before or around 

it, parking for 200 automobiles. 

1. The Museum proper, the plan of which shall not exceed 500 feet in one direction and 300 feet in 
the other direction, outside dimensions. This building shall contain in part, two stories of small 
exhibition rooms; and shall also contain three large one story exhibition halls of approximately 
the same height as the two story parts of the building. 

2. There shall also be provided, separated from the Museum, a General Executive and Administration 
Building about 200 feet long. 

3. There shall also be provided a general visitors’ building containing a small auditorium or meeting 
hall and other meeting rooms, also kitchens and dining rooms as this is to serve more or less as 
a visitor’s clubhouse with studies and sleeping rooms for visiting scientists and others above. To be 
about 200 feet long. 

Around or back of the Museum and buildings 2 and 3 may be disposed walls, gardens, or space for 

open air exhibits, such as parts of Indian foliage, cave building models, Navajo hogans, tepees, etc. 
B. Research Group: (From which the public will be excluded.) 


1. Small office or control building. 4. Biological Laboratory. 7. Geological Laboratory. 
2. Bacteriological Laboratory. 5. Zoological Laboratory. 8. Specialized Laboratory. 
3. Ethnological Laboratory. 6. Meteorological Laboratory. 9. Specialized Laboratory. 


Each laboratory unit consists roughly of four research rooms; each 12 x 18 feet; four dressing rooms 
and toilets; one sterilization room 15 x 20 feet; one photographic dark room 10 x 15 feet; one reception 
room 15 x 20 feet; one library and filing room 15 x 20 feet; one office 12 x 15 feet; one room and bath for 
caretaker; and the necessary vestibules and other services (packing, delivery and reception will be in the 
basement). All these in one story. 

C. Services: 

1. A service road can cross the property connecting the outside roads on either side, and the disposition 
of stables, stable yards (called cor.als), garages, repair shops, packing and shipping facilities, power 
house, together with 10 small houses for married employees and a lodging and eating building for 
men employees, can be arranged along one side of the terrain. 

2. Experimental Gardens: 

On the opposite side may be disposed experimental gardens with office and two gardeners’ resi- 
dences. These gardens may occupy approximate area equal to that occupied by the services. Or 
these last two groups can be combined, or otherwise disposed as long as they do not interfere with 
the isolation of the research group. 

At the rear of the terrain will be disposed house and garden for the curator, and 10 smaller houses 
for scientists and their families. This portion of the property can be treated as a wooded park, if desired.
